that the university should be thought to have more interest in financial 
considerations than in the personal ufety and well being of every member of the 
university community and in the proper conduct of all university activities." 

Elliott went on to list “facts showing the university’s full cooperation with 
the authorities." 

The 10 items range from GW making information available to D.C. police to 
University officials personally providing transportation for witnesses to get to 
courts during the trial. 

Elliott revealed that GW gave to the D.C. police statements from campus 
secupty guards investigating the case the day after the statements were obtained^ 
At the same time, he stated, “An office on the GWU campus was placed at the 
disposal of the investigating officers of the Metropolitan Police 
Department. . . .and was used by them for many days thereafter." 

According to Elliott, GW then submitted the names and located for D.C. 
police “all students and members of the staff who had any knowledge about 
either incident.” 

On Sept. 28, Elliott said, Byron Matthai, GW’s assistant director of safety and 
security, “was summoned to appear in the office of the prosecutor and had a 
conference with him to aasist him in his trial preparations.” Elliott’s statement 
also asserts that both Matthai and GW Security Officer Charles Finney met with 
the defense attorney for the fust time “in the halls or a lounge of the Court 
House” at the time of the trial. 

Referring once again to the pending civil suit, Elliott stated "the attorneys 
representing the university in this civil action were not called upon by either the 
prosecutor or the defense attorney to render any assistance to either side prior 
to or during the criminal (Yial.”

GW President Lloyd H. Elliott issued a lengthy, no-nonsense statement last 
night in reaction to Assistant U.S. Attorney Herbert Hoffman’s charges that the 
University played an improper role in the recent rape triid concerning two GW 
students. ’ 

“I am appalled at the accusations that have been made with regard to the 
actions of the university during the recently concluded trial of the U.S. versus 
Butler,” Elliott stated, “and have determined beyond any doubt that the 
accusations are untrue.” 

Elliott said “A close study of the sequence of events shows that university 
security personnel behaved in a manner which was entirely proper with regard to 
the investigation and trial of this esse.” 

Hoffman, the prosecutor in the Butler case, charged in the Washington Post 
last week ttot he had received no coopemtion from GW in preparing his case. He 
stated “George Washington was more interested in protecting itself from paying 
damages in a related civil suit than protecting women on campus.” 

In the wake of Hoffman’s charges. Law Prof. John Banzhaf called on the 
Faculty Senate to create a special committee to investigate the university’s role 
in the investigation and preparation of the case. 

John Dwyer, the defense attorney representing Santionta Butler, denied he 
had received critical aid from GW, asserting “1 got more cooperation out of the 
prosecution than I did from GW.” 

Elliott referred twice in his statement to the civil suit being brought against 
the University by the mother of one of the students involved in the Butler trial. 
“If is indeed true that the university is faced with a $5 million civil suit,” he 


Abortion Referral Group 
Is Shown to Overcharge 


As a result of the investigation. Hatchet 
Editor-in-Chief Mark Nadler has banned IFS 
advertising from the newspaper.' 

A spokeswoman for the hospital, when told IFS 
charged S23S for their services, said “No! I 
thought you were trying to show us as cheating 
people. I’d say SSO is kind of a gyp.” 

The “new medical procedure” to which IFS 
alludes in their advertisement is called a menstrual 
extraction, which is a means of aborting 
pregnancies in their earliest stages before they can 
be detected by uritte samples. The procedure 
involves anesthetizing the cervix area, followed by 
scraping of the uterus with an instrument called a 
canula and the suctioning out of the pregnancy. 

An employee of IFS, who identifies himself as 
“Bill” to the telephone callers answering the ad, 
assures interested women that it is impossible to 
receive a menstrual extraction in D.C. 

“They are not into it here,” he said. “They just 
don’t have the experience.” .. 

According to “Bill,” the “only place” the 
extraction may be obtained is in New York City, 
where IFS will arrange to have the service 
performed for the S23S charge. 

Washington physician William F. Peterson does, 
however, perform menstrual extractions at the 
Washington Hospital Center. He charges''$6S. 

A spokeswoman in Peterson’s office said it is 
important that women receive counseling concerning the 
method of menstrual extraction. “Thty must 
realize that the method as generally performed has 
not yet been perfected, although Dr. Petgoon has 
been quite successful with his patients,” she said. 

Yesterday Peterson said there could be medical 
complications, even if the extraction was done 
correctly, and stated that it is important that the 
doctor performing the extraction remain in close 
communication with the patients. 

“Bill” denied he knew Peterson was performing 
“safe” menstrual extractions, stating bethought 
Peterson was using a “Carmen canula,” which has 
been shown to increase the possibility of 
complications. Peterson said he did not use that 
irutruiiMnt. 

“Bill” also denied he knew of a place he 
“considered safe” that was lets than the S235 he 
attributed to Wickertham Hospital, and asserted 
the hospital did charge S23S. 

Peterson said places ‘like IFS disturbed” him 
because of their “imsponaibility” and stated, 
“Every time you invade the body you run a risk - 
a rati risk. It it tbeRfore necesuiy that these 
operatioiu be handled with a high degree of 
I^easionalism.”

The Institute for Family Service (IFS), a 
DC-based non-profit pregnancy referral service, has 
been accused by members of Women’s Health and 
Abortion Informaton (WHAI) of being overpriced 
tnd giving false ihformatiqn to women answering 
their advertisements. 

IFS claims to '' provide a “new medical 
procedure" for women “1 to 10 days late” for 
their menstrual period at an unidentified New 
York City hospital for S23S, not inducting 
transportation. Both the Hatchet and a member of 
WHAI found the unidentified New York City 
hospital to be Wickersham Hospital, which stated 
it performs the “mini abortions” for S30 for 
outpatient treatment.

arranged between the rape victim and other 
similarly asaaulted women. The Center also 
maintains a list of professional women therapists, 
to whom rape victims can be referred for 
additional counseling. 

Both Hogan and McCullough agreed that the 
most devastating aftermath of the rape was not the 
physical but the mental assault, and the resulting 
guilt and paranoia the woman feels. 

McCullough stated, “The rapist doesn’t fpel this 
[guilt and paranoia) but the woman does - u if 
she’s done something wrong.” She attributed this 
to a “subtle societal attitude towards rape,” and 
the current “rape laws induding treatment of 
women in courts, police interruption and 
handling of women in hospitals (which) are 
condudve to perpetuating rape and letting the 
rapist get off scot free.” 

In a news release responding to the acquittal of 
Santionta Butler, who was charged with the rape 
of a GW coed earlier this year, RCC spokesmen 
stated the “decision is spin confirmation of 
society’s attitude that the victim is guilty. It marks 
a continual refusal of society to offer reasonable 
protection for women, or to allow them redress 
after a crime is committed.” 

The Center also sponsors rape conferences 
which provide the community and jocal 
universities information concerning current rape 
laws, defense measures, and tbe type of services 
RCC provides.

“Rape does not have to be a traumatic thing. It 
is a disgusting sexual assault on a woman’s body, 
but the woman hu to find the strength to recover, 
emotionally and mentally, and. . . .to live 
normally apin,” according to Tracey lleCullough. 
a wofker at the Rape Crisis Center (RCC). 

The Center, whi^ was otpnized in April, 1971, 
is located at 1509 Q St., NW, and provides 
immediate medical, lepi and police information 
for women who have been raped. 

The staff of nine women operate a ‘Rape-line’, a 
24-hour phone service (333-BLAPE), through which 
rape victinu may receive counaehng from the 
Onter. Advice is given on what to expect from 
hospitals, where, according to M^u)lough, 
“Doctors will purposely avoid ptting evidence for 
a rape case, so t^t they won’t have to testify in 
court.” 

The Onter also provides infomution on what 
to expect from the police, and what legal measures 
may be taken. An escort service is provided to 
accompany a rape victim to the hoapital or to the 
pobce station. 

Staff member Grace Hopn explained that the 
escort service was necessary because “there is more 
consideration (to the victim) if there’s someone 
else along." She described the experience of being 
interropted by the police as “vary bntal.”

Marie Henderson has been selling fruit, vegetables and candy on 
G Street in front of the Black People’s Union since September.

Debate Cancelled 


A debate scheduled for last Monday evening on the question of a 
woman's right to abortion was canceled, because the doctor 
debating against abortion insisted upon bringing slides as part of her 
presentation that offended the pro-abortionist. 

The debate was sponsored by the GW Women for Abortion 
Action (WONAAC) and was to feature abortion advocate Dr. 
Barbara Roberts and Maryland Human Life Committe (HLC) 
member Dr. Nina van Jeans on the topic “Abortion — A Woman’s 
Right?” 

According to HLC coordinator Pat Jones, Dee Mosbacker, a 
member of WONAAC, “called and asked us to debate Dr. Barbara 
Roberts. I got Dr. Jeans and one of our stipulations was we would 
use some of our slides. I told her [Mosbacher] we would be bringing 
some of our slides — the slides are the facts - of aborted babies, 
women’s anatomy, etc., as part of our presentation.” 

Jones said Mosbacher agreed and the fine points of the debate 
were discussed. A few days later Jones was informed that “Dr. 
Roberts said she did not want to debate someorre using slides and 
Dr. Jeans would not debate without the slides. So 1 said, ‘I take it 
you’re urrinviting us’ and Mosbacher said ‘Yes’,” she added. 

“Our opinion is that Dr. Roberts is afraid to face the facts and 
these (the slides] show the fact,” Jones said. “I don’t think we will 
consider debating them in the future — we will cross WONAAC off 
our list.”

We had begun to wonder whether the Administration 
would deign to take public notice of the numerous 
questions regarding its role in the Butler trial. But 
l^esident Elliott last night Fmally saw fit to issue an 
unusually decisive condemnation, couched in a tone of 
righteous indignation, aimed directly at Assiatant U.S. 
Attorney Herbert Hoffman and his charges against the 
University. 

Elliott’s statement does, in fact, address itself to some 
of the mote superficial issues in question. The information 
concerning the role of University attorneys in the civil suit 
and of GW security personnel, while overdue, certainly 
begins to fill in wme of the blanks in this tragic and 
confusing story. 

But many of the 10 “facts” cited by Elliott are rather 
minor, nitpicking points. The University’s readiness to 
provide transportation for witnesses, or its willingness to 
make office space available to D.C. police, a standard 
procedure in such circumstances, fail to touch on some of 
the more disturbing questions raised by Hoffman in the 
Washington Post interview last week. 

Elliott’s statement wa$ necessary and somewhat 
helpful. But it should not b« used by the Faculty Senate 
,.as an excuse for refusing ^f. Banzhafs request for a 
full-sclae investigation into the University’s role in the 
case. Too many question^ have been raised, too many 
doubts have, been fed,’ for the campus community to 
accept the President’s statement as a satisfactory 
conclusion to this issue. 


PIRG Urges Toy Controls

Toy safety may not seem to be a relevant 
issue to the GW community, but to 700,000 
chBdien who an injund ev«ty year due to 
toy-related accidents, toy safety is a very 
imminent and ptenini problem. Past toy 
studiet undertaken by the Minnesota Public 
Interest Research Group and the Arkansas 
Consumer Research Group have revealed 
that 1 9,000 childnn am killed each year as a 
result of toy-nUted accidents, and that 
many toys which have been leg^ banned 
by the Food and Drug Administration 
(PDA) ate still told in ntail outlets. These 
startlinf revelations prompted D.C. PIRG to 
undertake their own toy study. 

The toy study had three focuses: I) to 
determine the ^fleiency of the FDA’s 
Butatu of Product SMety (BPS) in 
promulitting regulations by which toys are 
banned (a power given them by the Child 
Protection and Toy Safety Act of 1 969): 2) 
to survey the stores in the D.C. metropolitan 
area and to determine the effectiveneat of 
the BPS in removing banned toys from the 
shelves of stores in this area; and 3) to 
coordinate the survey data of 1 9 
independent toy studiet conducted by 
PIR& throughout the country. 

Teams of two students, equipped with 
FDA banned toy lists, surveyed 27 stores in 
the D.C. metropolitan area and found II 


banned toys on the shelves. These toys 
included dolls with pint, plastic tops that 
shatter into sharp pieces and expose rigid 
metal shafts when dropped, and harmonicas 
with tazoTsharp edges. In addition to these 
banned toys, D.C PIRG surveyors found 
1 67 other toys that are hazardous and have 
not yet been banned. The most common 
toys in this category are dart guns, mitales, 
and other projectile toys, oveiu, irons, and 
other thermal hazards, and glass vanity sets. 

A total of 630 banned toys were found in 
the 19 surveys (representing well over 100 
different types) and over 1000 other 
dangerous toys were discovered. The surveys 
indicate without a doubt that the BPS hu 
been irresponsible in the enforcement of 
their own banned toy list, and both the 
monitoring of the BPS and the presence of 
thousands of dangerous toys on the shelves, 
indicate that the BPS hat been lackadaisical 
and negligent in the promulgation of 
regulations under the Child Protection and 
Toy Safety Act of 1969. The BPS has 
promulgated only eight regulationt, seven of 
which apply to mechanical hazards and one 
that applies to pacifiers. No regulationt have 
yet been promulgated concerning electrical, 
thermal, projectile and glass hazards in the 
three years since the passage of the Act.

As a result of this finding, the Hatchet has decided to 
discontinue running any further IFS advertisements.

(3) “Abortion is justified when the 
mother’s mental health is threatened.’’ 

The problem with this argument is 
twofold. First, it falsely assumes that 
modem psychiatry is able to accurately 
foresee mental breakdowns or complications 
which would occur if an abortion were not 
performed to prevent them. Human nature is 
so complex, and people react in so many 
diffetent ways, that it is b^ond the 
competence of anyone to predict with 
accuracy the psychological cdfects of an 
abortion or a pregnancy on a woman. 

Secondly, it ignores the psychological 
trauma which can and often does 
accompany abortion, manifesting itself in 
severe guUt feelings, depression, and 
occasionally suicide. It is no use blaming 
these guilt feelinp on our fudeo-Christian 
heritage. Studies done in fapan, a 
non-Christian culture, show this. 

The truth of the matter is that 
pregnancies which would involve 
inconvenience and hardship on the part of 
the mother are not neoeasaiily pregnancies 
which would involve genuine psychiattic 
proUenia. I do not deny the mothar's 
inconveniences and hardship, but if the fetus 
is a human being then these do not justify 
kiHinghim.

No such proUsm is solved by killing 
people who already axM. If we adopt this as 
a method, then is the one to decide 
who Uvea and who disa?

Two friends and I have been, 
demonstrating against abortion and on 
behalf of human life - in front of abortion 
clinics, at busy intersections, and on the 
major local campuses, including that of 
George Washington. Perhaps you have teen 
US. We belong to no organization: the money 
which paid for our material was collected 
through donations. I appreciate now the 
chance to offer to any sincere, open-minded 
person a necessarily brief outline of our 
views 

The pro-life arguments hinges, of course, 
on the contention that the fetus is a human 
person, and that as such he has aU the 
accompanying rights, including the mori 
basic one, the ri^t to live. If we are wrong 
about this, then we are very Ukely wrong 
about most, if not aU of the test, and our 
efforts are much ado about Uttle or nothing 

I will return to this cracial question 
shortly. For the moment, however, I ask you 
to assume that our position is correct, i.e., 
that the fetus is a real person. Here, then, is 
how some of the most commonly offered 
pro-abortion arguments ate answer^: 

(1) “A woman has the right to control her 
oivn body.” 

There ate two bodies involved here, that 
of the mother and that of the child. A 
mother has the right to control her own 
body, but not to destroy the body of 
another human being within her.

GW’s cold 
hands and lackadaisical effort of the first period 
were replaced in the second section with the fine 
shooting of Mike Battle and tough defense 
exhibited by Tom Rosepink and Keith Morris. 

At the half, the Colonials were only up by 
38-37, after the Engineers continually penetrated 
the Buff 1-3-1 zone defense for the easy shot. GW 
could not hit from outside and was handcuffed 
when the opportunity came to convert fast-breaks 
into baskets. 

But in the second half the defense shone, with 
Morris at the point harassing and intimidating the 
Lehigh ball handlers. The sophomore guard also 
contributed 10 assists. 

On offense, Mike Battle led the squad. His key 
shots from inside along with bis good offensive 
board work led to the victory. The Colonial 
captain recorded 28 points as he hit on 9 of 1.6 
shots from the field, and made 10 of 10 from the 
line. t, * 

Jim McCloskey came off the bench in the 
middle of the first half when Pat Tallent got into 
foul trouble and pleased the crowd with two field 
goals from 20 plus feet and his defensive prowess.

Due to a slow start, the Colonials were behind 
18-13 after nine mi|iutea of play. Then two 
baskets by Pat Tallent, one by Keith Morris, and 
another by Haviland Harper gave GW a 21-19 lead 
with 9:06 left in thrf first half and the Buff lead 
the rest of the way. ' 

In an impressive spurt with two minutes in the 
half, the Buff outscoied VMI 12-2 and grabbed a 
44-29 ibalfdme advantage. It looked like .GW 
might hin away with the game, but the serond 
half proved otherwise. 

Foul trouble plagued the Colonials throughout 
the final period. In the worst call of the night, 
defense stalwart Morris was charged with his fifth 
foul with 1 1 minutes left, after he was run over 
by a Keydet. GW’s constant complaining only 
resulted in two technical fouk. 

Mike Battle’s clutch foul shooting and fine 
overall play, which included 22 points and 13 
rebounds, kept GW out of the pesky Keydets 
reach. 

Anchored by the steady senior Battle, the Buff 
gave a creditable performance, themgh their 
inexperience still showed as they {made 29 
turnovers. Soph Tallent, a frequent target6f the 
fans’ jeers, lead all scorers with 23 points. 

GW seemed to snap qut of its foul shooting 
slump. After failing to make half their shots in 
the first two games, the Coloniab made 1 7 of 2 1 
against the Keydets.

A group of WRGW students, 
asked to produce a series of 
news programs for WGTB, 
Georgetown University’s 
educational radio station, have 
charged that station with biased 
news coverage. 

Admitting that “the outcome 
of the future of the show is in 
doubt,” WRGW’s Hansen 
Alexander, producer of the 
“Saturday Report” for WGTB’, 
claimed that “GTB obviously 
wants to cover news in a very 
slanted and biased way. . . In my 
opinion, they don’t believe that 
objective reporting is possible.” 
As a result, he added, “herein 
lies the major disagreement of 
whether the (Saturday Report) 
will continue at all.” 

Citing an example of alleged 
WGTB news bias, Alexander 
described the attitude of the 
staff towards sensational rape 
stories, stating they informed 
him that “we (WGTB) are 
interested in knowing about 
rapes from the slant that police 
are male chauvinist pigs.” 

Tom Victory of WGTB could 
not identify the source of the 
above quote, but added “I 
wouldn’t take everything you 
hear seriously. We’re a free form 
place. . . If someone feels that 
way, it’s up to them.”
